deer and materially reduce the hor- 
rible casualties. 


Mr. RicVeman's Idea is to have the 


boundry line of deer preserve estab- 
lished by wire with plenty of open 
Ing for animals to pass In and 
out. 


The penalty for shooting Inside this 
line would be exceptionally severe.
